I enjoyed very much the paper “The Coinage of Beorhtric, King Of The West 
Saxons 786-802” by E. Tomlinson Fort, Classical Numismatic Review, Vol. 
XVII, No. 1, 1992. 


A small note, which is probably a printing error, but possibly might point to a 
fourth piece of this monarch. Figure 3 states “single find from Andover , 
Hampshire (1865)” and the text continues “first published. ! If you look up 
the Endnotes, 15 = “‘S. Shaw, ‘New Coin of Beorhtric,’ NC/ 17 (1854), pp. 
59-61.” 


I do not have the Numismatic Chronicle in question hence cannot look up [the 
citation] but you see what I mean. I think the error is possibly connected to Fig. 
2 as the date is also “(1865).”

Mr. Fort replies “I am afraid that the date given under figure 3 in my essay on 
Beorhtric’s coinage is a typographical error on my part. The correct date should 
be 1854. My apologies to any of your readers who were mislead by the incor- 
rect date.” 
Dear Sir, 

PEOCHTHVN 


In his article on the coinage of the West Saxon king Beorhtric (786-802) in the 
recent issue of the Review, your contributor Mr. E.T. Fort attributes to me cer- 
tain ideas that I do not hold and have never expressed, and then uses them to dis- 
credit my suggestion that the inscription PEOCHTHVN on one of Beorhtric’s 
coins may refer to the same person as the Weohthun (or Wihthun) who was 
bishop of the South Saxons at the end of the eighth century. I hope you will there- 
fore allow me space to set some of these matters straight. 


According to Mr. Fort, “Stewart argues that Beorhtric’s coinage seems to have 
been struck between 796 and 800, and consequently suggests that the South 
Saxons followed the lead of the East Angles and Kentish men and revolted 
against Mercian overlordship. Thus in order to gain some influence in Sussex, 
Beorhtric granted minting rights to Weochthun.” Since the issue of autonomous 
coinage is an assertion of sovereignty, and Offa was notoriously jealous of his 
own authority, I have long believed that Beorhtric’s coinage was most likely 
to have been struck at some time after Offa’s death in 796, and recently said so 
in the Revue Numismatique, 1988, p. 173. But I have never mentioned either a 
supposed South Saxon revolt or an attempt by Beorhtric to gain influence in 
Sussex by granting minting rights to its bishop. As Mr. Fort says, there is no ev- 
idence for such ideas, and they seem as improbable to me as they do to him. 


Mr. Fort’s “foremost” ground, however, for dismissing what he describes as 
“‘Stewart’s argument” is that the name on the coin begins with the letter P and 
not with the letter wynn, for W, which “when it does occur on coinages, is an- 
gular (>) and not rounded.” This runic letter, like the thorn, was adopted by the 
Saxons to do service for a sound not represented by any letter of the Roman al- 
phabet. On Offa’s coins the w sound is usually indicated by VV, V or u, but 
wynn gradually became more common until by the eleventh century it was al- 
most invariable. Runic letters owed their angular shape to their having been 
devised for cutting into wood with a knife, and when used in other media they 
were apt to undergo some change, perhaps in part due to the process of copy- 
ing. The script form of wynn has a rounded back, and it was probably this that 
led William of Malmesbury to call the bishop Pehthun. 


A good example of round-backed P for W is provided by a coin of the money- 
er Wihtred for the Northumbrian king Eanred (830’s ?), on which the whole 
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of the reverse inscription is, unusually, in runic characters, but the wynn and 
the R are both shown with rounded backs (BMC pl. XXII, 12). For cases clos- 
er in date to 800 we may cite two similar portrait coins of Coenwulf by the 
Canterbury moneyer Werheard, one with an angular, the other with a rounded 
form of wynn (BNJ XXXII, pl. If, Cn. 39 and 46); or the coins of Coenwulf 
by the East Anglian moneyer Wodel who seems always to have used the 
rounded form (ibid., pl. VI, Cn. 111-3). So although wynn on coins of this pe- 
riod was more often angular, it is clear that a round-backed P was also some- 
times used. Indeed, on some of Wodel’s dies the loop of the P does not join the 
upright at its lower end, and in this respect closely resembles that on the Peochthun 
coin. Another feature that may indicate a wynn rather than a P on Beorhtric’s 
coin is that the loop joins the upright just below the top. 


Let us suppose, however, that the name on Beorhtric’s coin could represent ei- 
ther Pehthun or Wihthun. Peht- is a rare prototheme (e.g. Offa’s moneyer 
Pehtwald), Wiht- a commoner one. But my reason for proposing a possible iden- 
tity between moneyer and bishop was simply the extreme rarity of the names. 
There is no other Pehthun or Wihthun on an Anglo-Saxon coin, and no other 
historical Wihthun in the Old English records. That they should both occur in 
a small area of the south coast in the same decade suggests, to my mind, that 
they are more likely than not to refer to the same person. 


As to the mint of Beorhtric’s coins, Mr. Fort prefers Dolley’s suggestion of 
Southampton to the traditional attribution, which I have recently supported, of 
Winchester. He writes “during the late eighth and early ninth centuries 
Southampton seems to have been a much more important centre of commerce 
than inland Winchester. This would make it a more obvious site for a mint due 
to the amount of foreign silver that would need to be converted into West Saxon 
currency.”” This completely misses my point. If Beorhtric’s coinage had been 
on a commercial scale, like the earlier eighth century denarial issues attributed 
to Hamwih, that would be a fair argument, but it evidently was not. Despite the 
frequent discovery of coins of Offa and Coenwulf since the advent of metal 
detectors, not a single new specimen of Beorhtric has been found to add to the 
three known since the nineteenth century. A very small coinage, struck surely 
in part for reasons of prestige, is more likely to have come from a capital city 
than a commercial port. If there had been such a pressing need to convert for- 
eign silver in Southampton, it is odd that, apart from Beorhtric’s three coins, 
there is no evidence of minting in the area between the middle of the eighth cen- 
tury and the second quarter of the ninth. 


The identity of Beorhtric’s moneyer and the location of his mint are indeed mat- 
ters that may never be resolved with certainty, and further discussion of them 
is to be encouraged. But to parody what has already been written will hardly as- 
sist the process.

Dear Sir, 
PEOCHTYVN: A REPLY 


Thank you very much for forwarding a copy of Sir Ian Stewart’s letter to me 
and for giving me an opportunity to reply to his criticisms of my paper on 
King Beorhtric’s coinage. First of all, I would like to thank Sir Ian for taking the 
time to make such detailed criticism of my work. I realize that after he reads this 
he will probably continue to disagree with me, but I hope that in this letter I may 
explain to him the reasons behind my arguments. Secondly, I would like to apol- 
ogize to Sir Ian for any offense which I may have caused him as it is obvious 
from the tone of his letter that he strongly believes that I have misrepresented 
some of his views, and it was certainly not my intention to do this and if I have 
done so I take full blame upon myself. However, he does bring up a number of 
important points in his letter which I feel that I should address.

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In the second paragraph of his letter, Sir Ian correctly states that he never di- 
rectly mentioned a South Saxon revolt or any attempt by Beorhtric to gain in- 
fluence in Sussex after Offa’s death in 796. However, this is strongly implied 
by his suggestion that “Weochtun” the moneyer and Weochtum the bishop might 
have been the same individual. 


In his article in Revue Numismatique 1988 (p. 173) Sir Ian states, “the most prob- 
able occasion for the issue of Beorhtric’s coinage would have been after the 
death of Offa in 796, when the mints of Canterbury and East Anglia reverted 
to the issue of coinage for independent kings.”’ His reason for dating Beorhtric’s 
series to this date is his belief that Offa would not have permitted a rival to 
have struck coinage in his own name. If the bishop of the South Saxons, a man 
who attended the Mercian court and who was probably elevated to his see 
with Mercian approval, struck coinage for the king of the West Saxons; this 
would surely mean that the bishop had left South Saxon territory and emigrat- 
ed to Wessex. After all, if the production of coinage was an expression of 
sovereignty, it would be highly unlikely that a king would grant minting rights 
to a bishop whose see was ruled by a Mercian king and whose loyalties were 
presumably to the same person. Moreover, it is unlikely that a Mercian bishop 
would want his name to appear on the coinage of a West Saxon king since 
such an action might call into question the bishop’s loyalty to the Mercian crown. 


Thus for Beorhtric to have granted minting rights to the bishop, the bishop must 
no longer have been active in Sussex or other Mercian territories. If such was 
the case, then this would certainly indicate some form of political upheaval with- 
in the South Saxon kingdom which caused Bishop Weochtun to leave. The fact 
that Sir Ian linked the beginning of Beorhtric’s coinage with Offa’s death and 
the revolts in Kent and East Anglia lead me to conclude that he believed there 
was the possibility of a similar uprising in Sussex and that this forced the bish- 
op to travel into Wessex. In his letter Sir Ian states that this is not the case and 
it is obvious that my “reading between the lines” of his article was incorrect. 
However, be that as it may, it still leaves open the question that if Weochtun of 
Sussex was a moneyer for King Beorhtric, and if he was active in this capacity 
in c.796, why did he leave the lands under Mercian rule to oversee the produc- 
tion of coinage for the West Saxon king? 


Concerning Sir Ian’s criticism of my argument about the use of the letter 
wynn, he is certainly correct when he states that this letter eventually became 
the common form for the Anglo-Saxons to represent the “w”’ sound. However, 
on the coinage of Beorhtric’s contemporaries who have moneyers with names 
beginning with the “w” sound, a V or VV is commonly used on the dies of mon- 
eyers operating outside of East Anglia. Nevertheless, Sir Ian is correct in 
pointing out that there are the exceptions of the Canterbury moneyer Werheard 
and the East Anglia moneyer Wodel. I should have mentioned these exceptions 
in my essay and he is correct to bring me to task over this point. 


However, there is the problem of the general rarity of the appearance of the runic 
wynn on coins struck at the London and Canterbury [mints]. The only money- 
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er to use it on a regular basis is Werheard, and even he is not consistent. The oth- 
er moneyers with the “w” sound in their names (4thelweald, Eanwulf, 
Swefheard, Wigheard, Wilhun, Winoth and Wulfhath) who were active at these 
mints between c.760 and c.821 always indicate this sound by the use of either 
the V or the VV. The wynn seems only to have been used regularly by money- 
ers active in East Anglia. The closer proximity of Canterbury and London to 
Wessex, as well as the fact that these mints produced coinage on a larger scale, 
makes it probable that the coinage from these mints circulated in greater num- 
bers in Wessex than the East Anglian material. Consequently, they probably ex- 
erted a stronger stylistic influence upon the West Saxon series. The more com- 
mon use of the V at London and Canterbury make it likely the initial letter of 
the moneyer’s name is a P rather than a wynn and consequently the moneyer’s 
name is Peochtun. Nevertheless, Sir Ian’s points are well taken and there is, in 
my belief, a less likely possibility that the moneyer’s name could be Weochtun. 


In his fifth paragraph Sir Ian states that the reason he believes Weochtun the 
bishop and “‘Weochtun” the moneyer are the same individual is the fact that 
the name Weochtun is extremely rare and that both men were active in the same 
general area at about the same time. While I will certainly concede that this is 
possible, it seems to me that this is highly unlikely. Foremost among my argu- 
ments against this is the vast social gulf between a moneyer and a bishop in the 
late eighth century. Moneyers were certainly figures of local importance and 
some, such as St. Eligius, could aspire to higher things. However, the severe 
penalties placed upon moneyers in the surviving Carolingian and Anglo-Saxon 
law codes suggests that in western Europe moneying was not the occupation 
of a person of high status, and that if a moneyer wished to rise he would have 
to abandon his old profession as Eligius did when he became bishop of Noyon. 


With regard to the bishop and moneyer having similar names, assuming that Sir 
Tan is correct and that they both were named Weochtun does not necessarily 
mean that they were the same individual. The moneyer Iznbeorht, who struck 
for the Kentish ruler Eadberht II (796-798), has the same name as the archbishop 
of Canterbury who died in 792. As is the case with the moneyer “Weochtun,” 
Tenbeorht the moneyer appears to be the only known moneyer to bear this name. 
Likewise the Offan moneyer Heahbeorht has the same name as the contempo- 
rary bishop/ archbishop of Lichfield. While the name Heahbeorht is extremely 
rare, Blunt correctly dismissed any idea that the two men were the same person. 
Attempts to link individuals solely on account of the fact that they have a rare 
name should be done with the utmost caution and only in cases where it can be 
demonstrated that the men are of roughly the same social class. 


Sir Ian also criticizes my support of Dolley’s suggestion that Southampton is a 
more likely site for the production of Beorhtric’s coinage over the traditional 
site of Winchester. He points out that Beorhtric’s coinage was probably struck 
on such a small scale that it is likely to have been, at least in part, a prestige 
coinage and never to have been intended for commercial use. Therefore, he con- 
cludes that Winchester, “a capital city,” would be a more likely place of pro- 
duction.

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In this argument Sir lan makes a number of assumptions with which I take is- 
sue. The first of these being Winchester was a capital city, at least in the mod- 
em sense. The idea of a “capital city,” at least as I understand it, supposes that 
there is some form of centralized location where a large portion of the govern- 
ment’s records are stored and where much of the government's business is trans- 
acted. Likewise, such a centralized location could also be a centre of trade since 
this would make it easier for the government to collect any taxes or tariffs due 
from economic activity. 


However, the English kingdoms in the eighth and ninth centuries do not ap- 
pear to have been centralized as we understand today. Rather, they seem to have 
been largely decentralized. Before the late tenth/ eleventh centuries there is no 
evidence for any type of central writing office. Charters were drawn up by 
their recipients and a copy may have been given to the king and stored at a lo- 
cal royal estate or palace. Nevertheless, the fact that a number of ecclesiastical 
institutions made great efforts to preserve records of the grants they had received, 
and even went so far as to forge lost charters, would seem to indicate that the re- 
sponsibility of preserving the record of a grant rested largely upon the recipient. 
This decentralization can also be seen in the later Anglo-Saxon and Anglo- 
Norman periods with regard to the forms of military service and the fact that 
distinctions were made between West Saxon, Mercian and Danelaw practices 
in anumber of law codes. Likewise with regard to the coinage, there does not 
seem to have been any attempt by a Mercian, East Anglian or West Saxon 
government to establish a standard uniform type before the second half of the 
ninth century. 


The fragmentary nature of the documentary evidence makes it very difficult, if 
not impossible, to ascertain the importance of one site of royal power over an- 
other. For example, the idea put forward by some writers that Tamworth was 
the “capital” of the Mercian kingdom is based upon the fact that a large num- 
ber of the surviving grants made by these rulers were made at councils held there. 


However, Tamworth’s prominence is highly distorted by the fact that well over 
half of the surviving Mercian charters concem estates in the west midlands. 
Large areas of Mercia are unrecorded in the surviving grants and it is likely 
that there were a number of important royal administrative areas. For example, 
the prominence of two abbots of Peterborough, Botwine and Beonna, in the wit- 
ness lists of anumber of King Offa's grants and the fact that at least one royal 
council was held there (in 768) makes it probable that there was an administra- 
tive centre located in the area. Likewise, while the abbey of Repton never ap- 
pears in any surviving charter, the fact that a number of Mercian rulers were 
buried there makes it a prominent candidate for an administrative centre. Places 
such as Tamworth were certainly important regional centres, however to refer 
to them as capital cities is misleading. 


Winchester was the site of a bishopric and councils are known to have met there 
in 786, 844 and 855. It is certainly likely that some type of royal administration 
used it as a base of operations. However, it is very questionable to state that it 
was the capital of Wessex. Biddle’s studies of the site indicate that in the pre- 
Alfredian period while there was both a royal and ecclesiastical community in 
Winchester, the area was very non-urban in comparison to Southampton. 
Moreover, before the reign of Alfred (871-899) a number of royal councils al- 
so met at Southampton (in 825, 826 and 840), Sherborne (860 and 866) and at 
Dorchester (833, 835, 847, 863, 864 and 868). [These places and dates are tak- 
en from D. Hill, An Atlas of Anglo-Saxon England, p. 83]. It is equally like- 
ly that they were also centres of royal administration of the same importance 
as Winchester. 


The importance of one centre over another may well have varied from reign to 
reign depending upon the needs and tastes of the king. Moreover, to govern an 
area as large as Wessex or Mercia a king would need a number of such resi- 
dences. The surviving charter evidence shows that royal councils were held all 
over a kingdom and it is obvious from this evidence that Anglo-Saxon kings 
spent much of their ume on the road. 


The itinerant nature of early English kingship would have made it impractical 
for all the royal records to be constantly traveling with the king. It would have 
been much more efficient to store most of these records at royal residences near 
the areas which concerned them. To have had copies of each grant made by 
the king stored in one place would have been impractical due to the poor road 
system and the possible distances involved. In the eighth or ninth century it 
would have made more sense for the king to store the documents dealing with 
Devonshire at a place or places in that county. There they could easily be con- 
sulted by him or his representatives in matters involving the county. The stor- 
age of such documents at Winchester located at least 75 miles from the coun- 
ty’s eastern border would mean that they might have to be transported to 
Devonshire and then retumed to Winchester after their use. The poor quality 
of the road system and the possibility of bandits or Viking raiders would not 
have made a long journey with official documents a pleasant matter. 


If Beorhtric were to have a “capital,” a more likely place would be Southampton 
which seems to have been a planned site and considerably more prominent eco- 
nomically, and presumably at the head of a road system which reached deep in- 
to the interior of Wessex. Nevertheless, one should not conclude from this that 
I believe Southampton to have been the capital of a centralized West Saxon 
realm in Beorhtric’s reign. I am simply arguing that Southampton was more 
prominent than Winchester at the time of Beorhtric’s reign and that among the 
royal sites in the kingdom it is a more likely location for the West Saxon 
king’s moneyers to have been active. It is my belief that Beorhtric and his con- 
temporaries governed their kingdoms from a number of different centres lo- 
cated throughout their respective realms. 


Finally with regard to the suggestion that the coins were prestige pieces, | must 
state that I find this to be unlikely. If the coins had been made of gold like the 
dinar of Offa or the gold “pennies” of Edward the Elder, Azthelred Il or Edward 
the Confessor; or if they were produced on a different size and weight standard 
like the “‘piedforts” of Alfred the Great, or if they were struck by moneyers who 
worked for the Mercian kings, I would certainly agree with Sir lan. However, 
the coins were produced on the same standard as other coinage circulating in 
the south of Britain which presumably means that they were meant to be used 
in the same way as those other coinages. 


The extreme rarity of Beorhtric’s coinage probably indicates that it was pro- 
duced over a very limited time. There are a number of possible reasons for 
this. One could be that the series was begun only in the last year of Beorhtric’s 
reign and that his death meant an early end to the series. Equally, | could sug 
gest that there may also have been a reluctance among contemporaries to accept 
it after they had been using the coinage of Mercia for such a long period. Another 
possibility could be that the disruptions in Kent and East Anglia that occurred 
after Offa’s death meant a decrease in the flow of coinage to Wessex and that 
Beorhtric’s series was intended to make up for any deficiencies. | could con 
tinue to list other possibilities, but such an action would be useless. ‘The simple 
fact is that no one knows exactly when or why Beorhtric had his own coinage 
struck. Presumably, it was for economic reasons since the series was produced 
at the same standards as the coinage of his neighbours. 


In conclusion, I would like to state that I agree with Sir lan over the fact that 
the identity of Beorhtric’s moneyer and the location of his mint(s) will proba- 
bly never be fully resolved, at least on the basis of the evidence currently avail 
able. However, I do believe that based upon this evidence it is not possible to 
equate Beorhtric’s moneyer with the bishop of the South Saxons. Likewise the 
question of the location of the mint and the purpose of this ephemeral series is 
also open to much debate. Though, based upon the current evidence it would 
seem more likely that it was produced at Southampton rather than Winchester 
and that the coinage was produced for economic reasons rather than as a mat- 
ter of prestige.

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As Investors Retreat, 
Collectors Have A Rare 
Opportunity

While the great international auction houses have been fretting over falling sales 
during the past year, collectors have been breathing a sigh of relief. In the coin 
market, as in the general art market, the pure investors have largely with- 
drawn, leaving the collectors to compete only amongst themselves. This is a 
healthy situation, at least from the collector’s perspective. Less competition 
should in theory mean lower prices for collectors. 


It is interesting to look at what has actually happened to prices in the past year. 
Surprisingly, prices for most of the better coins have not dropped. Despite the 
recession, and despite the withdrawal of investors, competition has remained 
keen for rare and interesting material. Collectors continue to buy, and buy strong- 
ly. Rare and attractive Greek coins, rare Roman emperors, unusual Roman re- 
verse types and rare Byzantine coins have been in great demand. Market 
prices in these areas, we can now see, have for along time been basically a prod- 
uct of collector demand. The withdrawal of investors has simply proven the 
strength of the underlying collector support for the market. 


At the same time, commoner coins have not fared so well. The market in low- 
er priced common material is dependent upon the constant influx of new col- 
lectors, who tend to start at the more affordable end of the market. In a reces- 
sion, fewer new collectors enter the field since very few people are looking for 
new ways to spend their money. Established collectors already own the com- 
mon coins in their specialties, so the market for the most readily available ma- 
terial is weak. 





Dealers, therefore, now see a two-tier market. Collectors are eagerly seeking the 
better and rarer coins, while many attractive but commoner pieces cannot be 
sold even at significant discounts. This situation is a wonderful opportunity for 
the beginner. Good quality common coins can be purchased at historic lows, 
and this is just the sort of coin anew collector should buy. 


For anyone who has considered becoming involved in ancient coins, this is a 
perfect time. For the potential new collector, a few helpful hints are in order. 


Hints for the New Collector 

Learn as much as you can. Buy one or more general books on an area that in- 
terests you, or check them out of your local library. Any good dealer can rec- 
ommend the books that are most useful to the beginner. 
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Subscribe to a specialist publication in your chosen field. The Celator, pub- 
lished in America (P.O. Box 123, Lodi, WI 53555, USA), is a high quality gen- 
eral magazine that caters to the collector of ancient coins with news of events, 
general interest articles, and advertisements. Several scholarly journals are al- 
so available. 


* Contact a number of dealers, tell them of your interest, and ask to be placed on 
their mailing lists. Most will charge a reasonable subscription fee for this ser- 
vice. Look through the price lists and auction catalogues that you receive, try- 
ing to get a feel for what interests you most, for the quality of material available, 
and for prices. 


¢ Attend coin shows in your area, and examine coins that are on display. This 
is the best way of becoming familiar with the coins themselves. 


* Buy a few coins. You will learn things from handling the coins that no book 
can tell you, and you will find an added incentive for studying the history be- 
hind a piece when you own it. Of course, holding the object in your hand gives 
that tangible thrill that is the main reason for collecting. 


¢ Do not hesitate to seek advice. Other collectors are usually glad to share their 
knowledge, and a local numismatic society often affords a convenient meeting- 
place. Dealers often have a wealth of experience in the field and are usually 
pleased to help newer collectors.

6. An 11th Century Byzantine Bronze Pot Hoard 


This hoard was uncovered in Asia Minor early in this century, and has 
been in a private collection in England for many years. Found in a bronze jug 
that has been professionally cleaned, the coins are essentially as they came 
from the ground, with a dirt encrusted green patina. The pouch-shaped jug of 
turned bronze is 110mm (4.5 in.) in height with a slight shoulder below a con- 
stricted neck and flared mouth. The lip is sheared. Traces of lead solder ap- 
pear on the base, suggesting the jug was at one time attached to a larger ar- 
tifact. The body is somewhat crumpled with a small 15x7mm fragment miss- 
ing from the side. The coin hoard, according to our source, originally consist- 
ed of 123 bronze coins, of which 109 remain together with the jug. A com- 
plete accounting of the hoard is as follows:

Romanus IV. 1068-1071 AD. 2 pieces (1 remains). 
All coins show signs of extensive circulation, with even the latest types grad- 
ing not much better than Fine. The Greek Imperial is the size and weight of an 
11th Century follis, and was probably a stray field find that ended up in circu- 
lation some 900 years after its striking. It does, however, suggest that the 
area of circulation and deposition of the hoard was the southern coast of Turkey. 
It was possibly buried sometime during the period when Byzantine and Seljuk 
armies contended for control of Asia Minor, most likely after 1071, when 
Romanus IV suffered defeat and capture at the hands of Alp Arslan at Mantzikert. 
However, the extensive wear on the pieces, even the latest, Class | type could 
indicate a later date for the hoard. This could be a hoard of old style folles 
saved from circulation at the time of the reform of Alexius | in 1092, and then 
hidden away when the armies of the Crusaders moved through Asia Minor on 
their way to the Holy Land in 1097-1098. The importance of this hoard lies 
not with the rarity or value of the jug or its contents, although a bronze jug 
from this period is quite rare, but in the significance of its survival from this 
crucial time in Byzantine history.

CRUSADER FOES 


Silver Dirhems of the Muwahhid dynasty of Spain. 12th-13th Century 
The Muwahhids, or Almohads, were a Berber tribe that in 1147 overthrew the 
ruling Islamic dynasty in Spain and North Africa, the Almoravids. The distin- 
guishing mark of their currency was the square silver dirhem. It followed the 
typical Islamic formula of pious religious expressions, but by a peculiarity of 
phrasing the formula did not explicitly profess the Muslim faith. The Christian 
rulers of northern Spain and southern France took this as license to produce 
vast quantities of more or less accurate imitations of the dirhem. The pieces 
in this group are probably all of the genuine Muwahhid issue, but there is a great 
range of style. In 1212 the Muwahids were forced out of Spain by Christian 
armies, and by 1269 their North African possessions were in the hands of the 
Marinids.

ZODIACAL DIRHEMS 


Silver Dirhems of Kay Khusru II, Seljuk Sultan of Rum. 

1237-1245 AD. 
The Seljuk Turks established a dynasty in Asia Minor (“Rome” in their terms) 
in the 1070's. Buffeted by competing Byzantine, Crusader and Mongol forces, 
they held areas of modern central Turkey until the early 14th Century, when 
the Ottomans incorporated the territory into their rising empire. Kay Khusru 
Il ruled at the height of the Seljuk expansion, but suffered a devastating de- 
feat by the Mongols in 1243, after which the Seljuks were little more than vas- 
sals to stronger powers. The lion and sunface dirhems of Kay Khusru II are among 
the most intriguing of Islamic coinages. Struck at mints at Qonya and Siwas, 
their Persian influenced design is likely a Zodiacal motif, of uncertain mean- 
ing. Reinforcing the celestial image, numerous sub-varieties occur, with stars, 
crescents, pellets, annulets and other symbols appearing in the obverse and 
reverse fields. The total number of combinations is immense, numbering over 
100. 
















Silver stavrata and half stavrata of John Vill. 1423-1448. 
The crude coinage of the last Byzantine emperors reflects the desperate 
situation of the final years of the Empire. By the reign of John, Byzantium com 
prised a small area around Constantinople and northern Greece, surrounded by 
Ottoman territory, and these stavrata were produced primarily to pay the in- 
creasing tribute demanded by the Turkish sultans. Little effort could be ex- 
pended in producing an attractive coinage, but in this case historical import 
more than makes up for the lack of eye appeal.

THE FALL OF CONSTANTINOPLE 


A MODERN HOARD 

















Silver Akches of Ottoman sultan Mehmet Il (1444, 1451-1481). 
Murad II prepared the way for his son, Mehmet Il, to acquire the title of "Fatih", 
or Conquerer, with the subjugation of Constantinople in 1453. Murad expand- 
ed Ottoman power in Europe, moving into the Balkans and cutting off the 
Byzantines from direct contact with the West. His siege of Constantinople in 
1422, although unsuccessful, forced Manuel II to acknowledge his overlordship. 
Constantine XI, in his attempt to meddle in the dynastic affairs of the Ottomans 
by supporting a claimant to the throne, provided the excuse for Mehmet's in- 
evitable assault on the last Byzantine outposts. The little akche was the only 
Ottoman silver coin minted until the 16th Century, when larger denominations 
were introduced. 












Mexican silver 8 Reales. 
Various dates in the late 1850's from Mexico City mint. 
Part of a recently discovered hoard of EF and better coins. This hoard was found 
within the walls of a building in Mexico City, during reconstruction work. It was 
probably secreted away during the three year struggle between Miramén 
and Juarez, which ended with Juarez seizing Mexico City in January, 1861.

Z 7 p ¢ Note: The silver denarius, the most celebrated denomination of the Roman coinage, was introduced into 
circulation through the sweeping currency reform of circa 211 B.C. Originally struck on a weight standard of 72 pieces to the pound (= 
4.50 grams or 4 scruples) within the first few years of issue this fell to about 3.86 grams (84 to the pound). Thereafter, this level was more 
or less maintained until the end of the Republican period. The types of the denarius were initially very conservative but from the closing 
decades of the 2nd century B.C. there was a dramatic proliferation of designs, many of which refer to the ancestry of the individual 
moneyers. References to recent, or even contemporary, events also began to occur at this time and towards the middle of the Ist century 
B.C. ancestral portraiture became popular — the precursors of the imperatoria! portraits of Julius Caesar and his successors. This issue 
belongs to the period following Caesar's crossing of the Rubicon (10 January 49 B.C.) which initiated hostilities in the civil war with 
Pompey the Great. It is uncertain whether Acilius was already moneyer prior to Cacsar’s arrival in Rome and decided to support the 
invader's new regime, or was appointed to the office by Caesar himself. Whatever the origin of his appointment Acilius’ issuc is « large 
and important one: The types refer to the claim of the Acilia gens to have introduced the first physician into Rome. In 219 B.C 
Archagathus, a Greck doctor from the Peloponnese, came to Rome and was provided with premises at public expense in 4 street named 
after the Acilia gens. The title IT VIR in the reverse inscription refers to the college of three moneyers, the Iresviri monetales, who were first 
appointed circa 289 B.C. and whose function it was to oversee the operation of the mint in the temple of Juno Moneta on the Capitoline
